OPERATIONAL INTELLIG-ENGE ' 

(a) ALBANIA ' • ' ' : 

There have been no further report B^'of*t:bOC)p tnoveinents or ident- 
ifications in the area of the Greek . frontierr • 

Reports from CORFU indicate that fresh fortications are being 
built in the CORFU channel area. The existence of at least one 
coastal battery in that area has been amply demonstrated in the 
past and.it would appear that another is being constructed in the 
area of FIERI bay (QR3070), 

A deserter from the Albania Gendarmerie has been interrogated 
. , and a note on the Gendarmerie, DMP and special DMP will be found at 
appx ’a*. The forces are the equivalent of the Militia, KNOJ and 
in JUGOSLAVIA. 

(b) JUGOSLAVIA 



Another report that 21 division is moving SOUTH has been received 
this time from two deserters from 3 division. They stated that 3 
division was to be relieved by 21 division. Unfortunately these 
deserters were returned across the frontier before a thorough 
interrogation could take place. Their statements do, however, tie 
up with previous information and the relief of 3 division is not 
regarded as an unlikely eventuality. Nothing is known about the ;?> 
strength or overall reliability of 21 division but 3 division could 
not bo classed as an elite formation by any means. The switch 
over of these formations if indeed it is taking place, may well be 
connected with the UNO proposal for an international investigation 
in the frontier area; the policy being to remove those units v/hich 
may have an unhealthy knov/ledgo of frontier affairs. If this is .i.-- 
indeed the case 48 division may be destined to move also though this 
is only a speculation. 

No further reports have been received of ••.thb'--huraerous other 
formations which have been reported in or moving down to MACEDONIA. 

A recent report from a deserter gives the following layout for 
41 division: HQ - KOUMANOVD, 6 Brigade - VRANJE, 8 Brigade - 

Skoplje, 12 Brigade - KOOIANOVO. The location of 8 Brigade at 
SKOPLJE iB not unlikely in view of the fact that a previous report 
from a deserter also located it there. It is, perhaps, a possibility 
that the reports of 8 division being in the SKOPLJE area are due 
to misidentif ication of 8 Brigade. 

(c) BULGARIA 

Previous rumours that 13 Infantry Regiment of 7 division was 

to disband were recently confirmed by a Bulgarian deserter who 
stated that this formation was disbanded in September, In view of 

the number of similar reports available and absence of any informat- 
ion to the contrary the disbandment of 13 Infantry Regiment is now 
accepted. The personnel from the regiment are believed to have been 
posted to 14 Regi^ient at GORNA DJUMAYA, 

Now that the peace treaty with BULGARIA is approaching maturity, 
considerable attention must be paid to such efforts as are being 
made to circumvent its provisions with regard to the armed forces.

(^) G-en e ral . ; 

The arrival of a particularly severe V'intsr has 
introduced' the latest phase of ppe rat ions throughout GRESCEj 
mth the last fortnight seeing a considerahJ-e decrease in 
, the; number of incidents, causvsd by armed bands. Though the 
Green ITational Army and Gend;;rmerl8 have been engaged in many 
largo scale sv/eeps against t lie bandits, a small measure of 
success has been gainedj except for unprecedented number of . 
surrenders of andartes to the CTOvernment forces. It is not 
considered, however, that this diminution of arraed band 
activity has in any v/ay lessened the potential threat to 
public law and or’der, but tliat climatic conditions have, imposed 
a partial truce, and major incidents at the initiative of 
either side are at a standstill, I'eyertheless , the armed 
bands are still capable' of attaching communications and 
isolated garrisons, and of maintaining their courier and 
supply routes within GliELCm aid to and.liom^®iS^hour ing countries# 
It is expected that the static position of today will neither 
radically deteriorate nor improve until the Spring, though 
the sevoro Winter in the mountains may well persuade 
larger numbers of bandits to surrender to the authorities or 
to attempt to rotu.rn to their homos unobserved by nationalist 
forces.

Since the visit to GliEECL of the British Chief 
Iri:^erial General Staff and field Marshall SMTS, an 
in public confidence has :',ecome aiiparent.

The Gendarmerie Directorate v/ith the Director General 
of Gendarmerie at its head is divided into nine dpartments. 

They are: - 

( i) Finance, 

(ii) Police Education,

(vn Fire prevention, 

(vi) Internal Security, 

(vii^ Technical (Forgery Detection etc) , 

(viii) Fingerprints,

The Gendarmerie Directorate excersises.* control over the 
country through ton l^rovincial Commands, which correspond to 
the ten counties or provinces of ALBAIFEA, 

Each of these provincial commands, headed hy the 
eguivalent of a Captain, is divided into areas under 
Lieutenants, which in turn are divided into sub-areas under 
2/Lieutenants, Each sub-area has a number of detachnents, 
each coriimanded by a Y/0 or rco and varying in strength according 
to the size of the village or area to be covered, 

(b) Strength. Equipment and Training 

The total strength of the Gendai’merie is estimated at 250 
officers and 3,500 men. Those are cg.uii:ped with short 
Italian rifles and Italian pistols. 

The Gendarmerie has no automatic v/eapons other than 
pistols, and has not been trained in the use of any other 
weapons but rifle and pistol, 

A three months course was recently staizted to train 
500 men in normal police duties, 

(c) Badges of Rank 

Exceict for the director general, who has the rank of 
Colonel, the only gendarme officers, are Captains, Lieutenants 
and 2nd Lieutenants, Tank badges are 

Captain: 3 gold stripes longitudinally on 'epaulette.

Whatever the ultimate conclusions which the 
corrnission vill drav/, its very presence in the frontier areas 
should have a beneficial effect on tho present situation. Signs 
of apprehension are already evident both v/i thin luIE and in the res- 
pective Govorniiients of AISAKIA, JUGOSLAVIA and LULGA2IA, ZACHARIADLS 
""Is doing his utmost to present the banditry position as being 
entirely a domestic development due to tlu; policy of the Govornniont 
and denies emphatically that any material aid is forthcoming from 
outside the country, He has recently been at some pains to 
describe TTOP as a purely indigenous organisation aimed at
